MISS HELEN MtTNSON DEAD. 


Succumbs to Burns Received in Fixing a 


Furnace Fire. 


LA CROSSE, Wis., Jan. 27.-Miss Hel- 


en Munson. aged 23, daughter of 0. G. 
Munson, private secretary to Governor 
Davidson, state senator and one of the 
Republican leaders Of the state, died »t 
her homo at Viroqua last night of burns 
received on January flth last. 
Miss 


Munson was a senior at the University 
of Wisconsin anil prominent socially at 
Viroqua and Madison. 


Miss Munson went to the basement to 


put fuel on the fire, nnd her clothing 
caught lire. Before she noticed it her 
form was wrapped in flames. She jur- 
ied to the room above, and snatching a 
.-tig from the floor, tried to smother the 
blaze. She called for help nnd her moth 


-, who wns upstairs, hurried down, and 


grabbing a large nig from 
the 
floor 


wrapped it around her. It was stiff nnd 
heavy, however, and it was with difficul- 
ty tiiat the fire was finally smothered 
but not until her lower limbs and body 
was almost baked. 


It is supposed that when Miss Munson 


opened the furnace door the flames shai 
out and sot fire to her clothes, but tha 
she did not notice it until it had gained 
such headway that she was powerless t 
stop it. Her lower limbs were badl 
burned but her light clothing above th 
waist prevented the fire from reaching 
her body. 


At the time it was feared that the in 


juries would prove fatal, but she showet 
such remarkable strength and fortitudf 
as to encourage her family and friend 
to hope thnt she might recover. 


Two or three days ago it began to b 


evident that she was losing in the ligli 
against tremendous odds, in spite of he 
courage and patient, endurance, and yes 
terday the end came. 


Telegrams from Clinton, Iowa, state 


that the Fish Bros. Wagon Co., one of 
the largest manufacturing institutions 
in that state, was nearly wiped out by 
fire on.Saturday, of unknown origin,'the 
loss reaching $l.r>0,000, with an insurance 
of $100,000. The plant was valued at 
$200,000. 


The flames started in tho, dry kilns in

fices. During the fire six firemen were 
overcome by smoke and heat. The plant 
had been in operation thirteen years and 
three hundred men employed.

fire and that £. B. Fish was largely in- 
terested in the plant, but this is not 
true, as the Fish family were out of the 
business, Mrs. T. G. Fish having sold her 
interests some two years ago for nearly 
$24,000, and E. B. Fish, while he was su- 


erintendent of the plant, held only a 
ew shares of stock, the bulk of the 
operty being owned by local men in 
linton. 


An Interestinj Resume. 


Thoj-e is quite a little bit of history 


n connection with the plant. It is not 
ecessary to dwell upon the many years 
hat the Fish Bros, were located in Ka- 
ne and manufactured wagons. After 
he financial difficulties and a fight in 
he courts to retain the name of Fish 
3ros., T. G. Fish went to Fond du Lac 
nd became manager of the La Belle 
Vagon Company and later he went to 
Vest Superior and tho Fish Bros. Wag- 
n Co. was established, but the venture 
was not a success and he and his brother 
!. B., went to Clinton and there organ- 
f.vd the big factory now destroyed by 
iro. T. G. Fish died some four years 
,go and his son, Percy Fish, was select- 
ed as manager of the plant, but two 


ears ago he wns crowded out and it 
?as then that Mrs. Fish disposed of her 
nterests.

Chicago Record-Herald: 
A 
dispatch 


from New York says that the anthracite 
coal interests are considering the plan of 
holding the price of coal nt the winter 
figures instead of making the usual re- 
duction of 50 cents April 1. Whether 
they are pondering deeply ovor this prob- 
lem or net, there is an interesting expla- 
nation why they should which is 
at- 


tributed to an official of one of the coal 
roads, 
lie is quoted as 
saying 
that 


though the scheme of the April reduction 
was devised to distribute production and 
marketing over the entire year it had noc 
had that effect. Buyers hold back orders 
after the first of the year and then enter 
the market with a rush on April 1. 


This explanation is particularly inter- 


esting because it introduces a new theory 
of causes. The old theory was that the 
low price in April was intended to stim- 
ulate buying and to get the consumer to 
relieve the producer of storage. That was 
the reply wheu it was pointed out thai 
the price of coal was a tribute fixed arbi- 
trarily uud that it was varied without re- 
gard to. the law of supply «nd demand. 
Storage was a consideration which was 
taken into account on strictly 
business 


principles.

THE FAMILY CIRCLE. 


Art of Sweeping—Every one does not 


know how- to sweep a room. It requires 
skill, combined with patience, to clean a 
room properly. 
The chief mistake made 


by a novice i* to think she can hurry 
through it, and to think the room will 
be clean if she takes long, heavy strokes 
with her broom. 
Short, light strokes 


which are firm will do the work ns it 
should be done. 
It is always best to 


sweep a heavy Brussels carpet, or one 
of similar make, once with the grain, 
then once across it,'going over each 8 
or 4 yards in this way until the entire 
carpet is swept; when a carpet is old 
itnd evenly worn this is hardly iieceR- 
sary, but if it new, or has any prc- 
ooptible ridges, this method should sure- 
ly be followed. After going over a room 
thoroughly, allow the dust to settle, and 
in ten or fifteen minutes give it a linal 
brushing, sweeping it lightly, and noth- 
ing i? more satisfactory than a sweep- 
er or dampened broom. 


Tea leaves scattered over the carpet 


arc good. 
They should be squeezed as 


dry as possible, and sprinkled over the 
carpet before the final sweep. 


Another -rood plan is to sprinkle the 


floor before starting to sweep with dry 
table salt. The salt seems to brighten 
the colors of a faded carpet, as well as 
to aid in removing dust. When the sec- 
ond sweeping is over use a whisk broom 
in the corners and around the edges. 
After the walls are dusted and the car- 
pet clean it is well to wipe of! the sur- 
face of the carpet with a cloth dipped 
in' salt and water, 
which 
has been 


wrung out as before. Then some folks 
like to go over the carpet with nnfmonia 
water, but I prefer the salt, as salt 
keeps out moth*.: 
. It is needless to say that in swopping 
ns thoroughly as this every article which 
in movable should be rclnovi-d first, or 
dusted and carefully covered with old 
sheets. 
When buying heavy pieces of 


furniture be careful to select thse that 
have good .easily moved casters, so the 
articles may be pushed about, and the 
dust bf kept from behind and from un- 
derneath them. 


•It is a grcut mistake to neglect sweep- 


ing as thoroughly as this every two 
weeks; if you do the 
dust 
becomes 


ground into a carpet iind helps to wear 
it out. Besides, dust discolors it more 
or quite us much, as wear. Fortunately, 
many houses of today are built with | 
hardwood lloors, so tlu> burden of sweep- 
ing is greatly lessened, as rujrs arc eas- 
ily lifted, shaken or beaten out of doors, 
liardwood floors if swept with u hair 
brush (iufteiid of a broom), then rubbed 
with a little oil, or simply polished with 
n waxing brush, can be kept in good 
condition with comparatively little la- 
bor.

Will Continue While Corporations are 


-.Subject 
to "Big .Stick". . Action—De- 


clares, However, Traveling Public Will 


Not be Affected. 


OMAHA, Neb., Man. 2.1—The ' redue-. 


tion of working hours of Union Pacific 
shop men which began last Monday is 
to be followed after today with a reduc- 
tion of working days from six to five a 
week. At the headquarters of the Un- 
ion Pacific it is .slated that Omaha will 
not be the only, place affected, and that 
there soon will be fi general reduction of 
the mechanical force of the road along 
its entire line. This reduction probably 
will affect several thousand men, either 
by reduction of working hours or final 
dismissal. 


Due to Mania for "Reform." 


The World-Herald today quotes Vice 


President Moehler as charging the reduc- 
tion to ''President Roosevelt's mania for 
'reform,'" and indicating that his com- 
pany would work with a reduced force 
so 
long as 
the 
president's 
activity 


against corporations continued. 


"You may say that the Union Pacific 


is only cutting down because' it has to," 
he said, "and not because it is any 
pleasure to the company to throw thou- 
sands of men out of work. The public 
will be in no way affected by the reduc- 
tion in force, find all the comforts to 
travel will be preserved just as before. 


May Continue Some Time. 


"It is this Roosevelt prosperity that 


makes this step necessary and it dis- 
gusts me to think that his mania for re- 
form should make the working class 
thus suffer. This retrenchment and econ- 
omy will be necessary just as long as his 
administration keeps up its 'reform' ac- 
tivity and so I am unable to say how 
long it will be before the old. working 
time and the rest of the working force 
will be reinstalled." 


The motor car shops will not be af- 


fected by the new rule, but all other 
shops will. Superintendent of motive 
power, McKeen, admitted that the cut 
had been made, but further than that re- 
fused to talk. • 


Result of Reduced Traffic. 


Mr. ilohler, admitted to the Associated 


Press that 
beginning Monday, 
there 


would be a great reduction of hours of 
employes in the meehanicaKdepartnieiil 
of the Union Pacific. He said there was 
no political significance to this reduction, 
declaring it was the result of reduced 
traffic. 
He said that Mr. Harriman had

pcared rather intrusive. It was distinct- 
ly understood that the conversation waa 
of nn individual and not official charac 
ter. 


"The reduction in force is only mado 


to meet the same percentage of reduction 
in traffic and dealing directed as we are 
with this large body of men, and realiz 
ing the suffering that ensues, and has 
been caused through similar experiences 
in previous years, it is not a pleasant 
task to perform, nor pleasant surround- 
ings to view. 


No Political Instructions. 


"I have received no political instruc- 


tions from Mr. Harrimun cither directly 
or indirectly, since my connection with 
the Union Pacific railroad." 


Mr. Mohlcr stated there 
are 
about 


three thousand men employed in the me- 
chanical departments at present, but ad- 
mitted that the past, four months hud 
witnessed a reduction in force of about 
8,000 men, which in greatly in excess of 
the number usually discharged at this 
season.

ill-health, had been obliged to go to Ar- 
kansas in search of health and he did nob 
get better. 
Under the 
conditions, she 


thought it was best to end it all and she 
asked the forgiveness not only of h.>r 
mother and husband, but all others. 


Mother is Resuscitated.. 


After the discovery . physicians 
were- 


called and said the boy had been dead 
two hours. They worked over the motii- 
ed who was nearly dead and last night 
reported that she was out of danger and 
talked and told the story of tvdminister- 
ing the poison to her son and herself. 
She wan not told that the boy was dead 
and the husband was not notified at once 
for fear it would result badly for him in 
his condition. 


The district attorney and sheriff are 


making a careful inveetigation and there 
is no doubt but that a warrant will be 
issued for her arrest, charging her with 
manslaughter. .She will be brought ncre 
and placed in jail, it is believed.

WHAT MAY HAPPEN 


The late order of the postoffice de- 


partment excluding from the mails or 
rather compelling to pay at rate of four 
eounces for one cent instead of one cent 
a pound, all newspapers failing to have 
their subscribers paid up in advance by 
a fixed date, may not work as ninny pa- 
pers have supposed. It is true this order 
supercedes an act of congress as relates 


1 to county circulation and in the press 


supposing it was a good' order because 
presumably enabling them to collect up 
in advance, they make a little mistake. 
They will be after the first blush is over 
on the waiting list and not being desir- 
ous of excluding from their '1st names of 


•' 
pe'ople whom they have every reason to 


• believe will pay when they get ready 


will bo loath to eut them oil', but if the 
department carries out its orders, these 
publishers will find themselves forced-to 
take off perhaps u goodly part of their 
list, and once off, as all recognize it is 


' not an easy thing to get them back. 


Of course it is perfectly true no paper 


should be sent out unless paid for in ad- 
vance. This is true at all times, but in 
fact only the large city papers do this 
nnd the local papers have from time im- 
memorial been forced to give credit, and 
even then not to force in any wise col- 
lections. 
But after oil there is no cor- 


tainty the department will protect the 
legitimate press 
from 
the swarm of 


fakes, of sundry sorts of papers and pub- 
lications sending out nt nominal rates. 
These will find of course sonic- way to 
make it appear their padded rolls nre all 
paid for. Then too, are tli<- sample cop- 
ies, and here, where the department can 
end a grave abuse nothing evidently is 
done, even permitting such as desire to 
«end out publication after publication u 
mnss of papers at pound rates and free 


.' 
within'the county, to a number equal to 
the real legitimate list. Thus a paper 
having 100.000 can send another 100,000 
with every issue at pound rates and no 
ne\v rulings seem to alter this burden on 
thn mails. 


Again in the ruling effecting the legit- 


imate press lor naturally enough it is 
the legitimate that would catch it, do 
the newspaper men clearly understand 
tho tremendous weapon phiecd in the 
hands of every postmaster and politician 


•. ' who might desire to injure them. The 


now law clearly says subscribers must 
have paid within a certain period, and 
in 
default transient postage 
may 
be 


charged. 
Now nothing* further is m-nil- 


' ed, no proceedings at all, and any post- 


. 
master can if so disposed notify the pub- 
lisher of any paper to count to the front 
and prove his subscription list is paid up 
us the law requires. He can also with- 
hold the list from mailing until he is 


. 
satisfied, and under the law all around 
local newspaper 
men are handsomely 


placed under the official harrow. If the 
local officials do not worry, and it is but 
doing these men the justice, to say the 
-great body of them would be above do- 
ing any injustice just to annoy, there 
might be other men desirous of whack- 
ing tho newspapers and in this weapon 
they could practically suppress any de-

sired newspaper outside the big cities. 


While it is not hardly believed news- 


papers would be compelled to suffer, ,vct

All this business of busy deep water- 


canals 
is inviting, entrancing, because 


with it, are pictures of new busy towns, 
of a new and even more material pros- 
perity, of u happy peopln exciirsioning 
along their many wide canals and watch- 
ing the long processions of loaded barges 
and ciimil passenger steamers as they 
gaily go by. It is an alluring picture, 
simply glittering. 


Of course there is a decided measure of 


reality in all this. Sober senses may or 
may "not, but sincerely hoped it will, 
start in this new era rightly. Not all 
the proposed deop canals will he con- 
structed, only a few of them unless the 
country goos canal mad. 


Again sound senso commands, and it is 


so believed by some conservative old gen- 
tlemen ulso by moro or loss pretty cool 
and level headed young men, that tlvs 
canal 
and deep water channel ways 


should not fall into tho hands of great 
corporations. Without a shadow of this 
Populism it can bo soundly believed mid 
positively asserted by men n9t eafrifld off 
their feet, that there, aru somo things 
government and states should retain ef- 
fectual and sole control of. With canals 
operated by corporations as a few of tho 
old ones admittedly are, anil these very 
canals were constructed with tho peo- 
uleV money, corporation control would 
bi: a sorry reality. It is understood that 
in this cunul and deep wuterway-channel 
business, the state or government do not 
operate any thing, they murcly retain 
the entire ownership, maintain effective 
rules, with the canals and tho waterways 
open to every citizen, privately or asso- 
ciated with others, as so minded. Cor- 
porations will of course own boats, pas- 
senger and cargo, 'but these only have 
precisely to tho billionth part of an inch 
only just as much rights as have others 
and not a whit more. 


The states and government will see to 


it no jnan or me* have any advantages 
over other men. They will see to it that 
no unfair combinations are made, and 
thorn will be. no rebates. 


So if the state and government con- 


struct these waterways as alone they 
should 
be under governmental 
fullest 


ownership and the fullest measure of 
control, and then turn them over to the 
great public for use subject to all state 
and government regulations, the colossal 
cost of it all may be worth at least a 
reasonable, part of the cost. But even 
with the alluring prospects shed by the 
oratorical talent of the country let us 
go careful like ill this new field.

NO MEETING OF STATE CENTRAL 


COMMITTEE, 


There has been more or less talk as 


to a meeting of the state Republican 
committee to arrange some matters, one 
as to an endorsement of a presidential 
candidate and another the matter of al- 
ternates in the national convention. It 
is given out by the Jiau Clair Telegram, 
one of tho inner ones, that there will be 
no meeting of the committee called until 
after tho election takes place for dele- 
gates in April. This paper says: 


"It U claimed the Wisconsin Republi- 


can state central committee will not 
meet, after all, to take action in regard 
to the April election of delegates to the 
national 
convention. If 
recollection 


serves, there is nothing in the law re- 
quiring any action by the committee ex- 
cept to elect alternates after the holding 
cf tho April election and at least fifteen 
days prior to the holding of the national 
convention. The law is not workable 
at all if it is not workable without ac- 
tion by the state central committee ex- 
cept as noted." 


This 
statement is correct, there is 


nothing in the law eommandatory and 
the committee may wait until the said 
fifteen days before the national conven- 
tion, if it is BO minded. Nothing is no- 
ticed in this as to an endorsement, and 
really if one is to say it was none of the 
slntc committee's business in any state 
to meddle with the choice for president, 
it would only be saying what most peo- 
ple truly believe. But in other states 
state committees purporting to represent 
the entire parly, Iiav« proceeded to en- 
dorse candidates, nnd if it was done in 
this state, our state committee certain- 
ly would produce strong collateral evi- 
dence to prove a number of other state 
committees had set the example. 


l!ut it is far bettor for the party not 


t.n do so. Leave it to the people to de- 
cide as to whom they want to represent 
them in the national conventions. If the 
lingers 
of 
some 
of onr 
professional 


statesmen were, nipped so they could not 
control things under pretense of party 
doings nnd machinery, and people would 
pause to consider th«y are under no ob- 
ligation to shed enthusiasm and spend 
their money and their time in whooping 
it up for men looking for prominence 
and the offices, tho country might pros- 
per just as well. True statesmanship 
will always force upwards. Real leaders

As" said before a convention madejip 


of representative men of the party or 
citizens, who are the genuine representa- 
tives, might not be amenable 'to wire 
pulling, or they might, but at least del- 
egates would be entirely free to exercise 
their own free choice and meeting with 
those from other places could better by 
far size up things. Good party men un- 
instructed rather' than party men in- 
structed numerous citizens believe wiJl 
produce tho1 best results for tho party 
and the country. Instructed only as to 
party principles, the application of those 
principles and as to candidates, this could 
iafely be left to an uninstructed conven- 
tion. 'The'instructed delegate only rep- 


isents others and not himself. He is a 


nonentity and may only represent him- 
self as he is released through the often 
unexpected that does sometimes arise in 
conventions. 


Of course in our own state all this dooa 


not apply, both because tho primary law 
makes candidates themselves the arbiter 
of platforms, and again because presum- 
ably the law enables voters to freely ex- 
(.•rcititi their own choice, and if the law is 
carried out as promised it would be, 
there could be no instructions anyhow. 


LABOR STATISTICS 


Labor conditions vary. 
Varying large- 


ly under conditions that employer and 
employe do not always consider when 
the trouble begius. Strikes are not al- 
ways successful and neither are the so- 
called .lockouts, this latter being a term 
employed when an employer closes the 
doors constructively to the employes, A 
walk out is when the employes for rea- 
sons of their own' regardless of formal 
strike orders conclude to quit work cn- 
masse, so out they walk from the prem- 
ises, leaving the more formal part to 
come later on'. 


Tho strike more apt to continue is 


that where negotiations have failed per- 
haps after weeks of committee and team 
work so to speak on both sides. In 
such a case endurance is a feature of 
success. H is in these strikes where ser- 
ious trouble at times occurs through the 
employing of pickets and the resort to 
the two-sworded boycott. 
Firms have 


prolonged the struggle for weary weeks 
and months, in the end to win success 
or go down in defeat. 
Kmployes have 


equally waged a fight continuously to 
also either in the end win or lose a fight. 
It is true in some of these cases the re- 
sult is un honorable conclusion on both 
sides, meaning by this, both contending 
parties give up some points and concede 
others and as a strict fact, this latter 
conclusion is that generally resulting un- 
der arbitration. 


But in all these contentions between 


labor and employer public opinion is 
settling down to the conviction, force 
must cease, violence be discarded, and 
all boycotting on either side be cancelled 
for all time to come. In thu long run 
exclusive 
labor contracts 
react 


against labor's interest; temporarily, and 
this may mean for a lew years the pres- 
ent workers unionized may have a field 
to themselves, but sooner or later the 
effects will he disclosed and the results 
to labor, even well as capital, seen dis- 
astrous to a newer generation. Free la- 
bor in a free country is the best for all 
concerned. 


Some statistics in an eastern paper 


condensed from official 
records shows 


the results in strikes and lockouts from 
1881 to 190i). They are taken from the 
report 
of the commissioner of 
labor. 


Says this condensed report: 


•"'In tho years 1881 to 11)05, inclusive, 


the strikers won their demands in 47.94 
per cent of the 181,407 establishments in- 
volved; won part of their demands in 
1">.2S per cent, and failed in 30.78 per 
cent, lu 57.20 per cent of the lockouts 
thu employers succeeded 
in 
enforcing 


their demands, in 10.71 pur cent they 
won partial compliance, and in 32.09 per 
cent they failed. The percentage of suc- 
cesses in strikes varied from 73,'34 per 
cent in 18!)0 to 40.17 per cent in 1905. 
In 190") the employers won in Jil.OO per 
cent of the establishments involved. 


"In the 25 years the average duration 


of strikes was 2">,<1 days. The average 
duration of lockouts was 84 days per es- 
tablishment, varying from 19!) days in 
Idaho and 73 days in Xcw York, to '20.0 
days in Maryland and 27.7 days in Vir- 
ginia. The predominant causes of strikes 
vary 
from year to 
year, increase 
of 


wages being commonly the chief cause. 
Demand for recognition of the unions in 
recent years is becoming more frequently 
ly a cause. 
Jn 1005 thu leading cause 


was recognition of the union, or of union 
rules. The (Ml strikes for this recogni- 
tion wore ,'iO.SG per cent of the 2,077 
strikes in thut year. Demand for in 
crease 
of wages occasioned 28.07 
per 


cent of all strikes in 1005. The percent 
age of strikes for increase of wages alone 
was (SI.15 per cent in 1881 and 29..">7 per 
cent in 1884, tho tendency being down- 
ward. 
On the other hand, the percent- 


age of strikes due to'de.nmnd for reeog- 
notion of unions and union rules was 
5.73 pur cent in 1881 and fluctuated fron; 
year to year, but generally increased un- 
til thO) highest point, D2.42 per cent, was 
reached in 1004,"

charged by genuine friends of genuine re- 
formatory legislation that no state had

Certainly just law would not interfere 


anywhere with, constitutional rights of 
citizens, and as a municipality may not 
prevent citizens from appealing from a 
lower court to a, higher, neither can a 
state forbid citizens or corporations from 
appealing from a state 'court to a federal 


urt. 
Bus as proper municipal laws or ordi- 


nances may thus by injunctions as such 
have been in many cities, be rendered 
entirely useless and though dilatory .ac- 
tions of somebody held up in the courts 
for months and. even ' years, 'it seems 
equally so injunctions would hold up 
state laws, as they of course do, A rem- 
edy might seem to be in aggrieved citi- 
zen, firm or corporation suing for dam- 
ages and suing upon the rights of a case, 
with judgment when it'did come setting 
aside the law or ordinance if their evi- 
dence proved the'strongest. But that an 
injunction case, always heard ex parte, 
should set aside ordinances and laws un- 
til such time as complainant pushed the i 
case through to a decision, clearly seems 
to .ho wrong. Chicago reports several 
very beneficial and necessary ordinances 
thus held up for a long period because of 
these preliminary injunctions, not to be 
decided until courts and attorneys get 
ready, meanwhile, the rights of the peo- 
ple to legislate for themselves denied. 


The proper thing might it not be, 


whore laws or injunctions were sought 
to bring suit for damages and for the 
setting aside of the laws or ordinances, 
and pending hearing of the trial, the said 
laws 
and ordinances to be enforced. 


Then at the end, and it may be assured 
complainants would then rush the case 
through, if winning out, would recover 
for ail damages, and further nullifying 
of objectional laws and ordinances. 


In 
reforms of our judiciary codes, 


both 
civil and criminal the state ana 


government should be given the same 
rights in thu courts as the defendants, 
only in the cases of criminal trials where 
the verdict wns positive that is by agree- 
ment of the jury, no appeal could be tak- 
en, this is to say, no man can twice be 
placed in jeopardy of his life or freedom 
where a verdict is duly rendered. 


HOMES FOR OCR DIPLOMATS. 


Without entering into the details as 


to 
whether or not our ambassadors 


abroad should be furnished with dwell- 
ings 
rent free by the general govern- 


ment, that is to say, either the rent paid 
or the government purchase land and 
build .the residences, it may be remarked, 
that if a great political party, cither one, 
it doesn't matter, is so sensitive HS to 
enacting important legislation on the eve 
of a presidential election, the average 
person would certainly think that appro- 
priations for a purpose that can well be 
postponed would not be entertained. 


Thus the proposed 
appropriation of 


31,200,000 to erect appropriate residences 
in the cities of London, Paris and Berlin, 
is of course merely the beginning of a 
very large expenditure, the total of 
which no man may even guess at. 
Tin's 


is evident because the new departure 
eoulcl not stop with these three cities. 
It could not in common fairness to other 
ambassy cities. No matter how justi- 
fiable such a step may he'from the view 
point of prominent men at Washington, 
the nation at large however it might 
come to regard such a departure a few 
years hence, on the preceding days before 
a national election could not fail but to 
be played upon by designing politicians 
in the opposing political parties. 


But even considering 
the 
question 


apnrt from political effect, are we justi- 
fied in commencing the new policy of 
buying, land and erecting dwellings for 
our ambassadors, and if we furnish them 
to the high rank of diplomats, is there 
any reason whatever such should not be 
furnished to all 
other 
foreign repre- 


sentatives, 
whether ministers, consul- 


generals or what they may be called. 


If the government proceeds to pay the 


house rent, this should answer 
every 


purpose. It will be much cheaper than 
Uie purchasing of land and erection of 
suitable homes for our statesmen going 
abroad,—very much cheaper. Hut it cer- 
tainly may .be depended upon that if con- 
gress commenced with any such appro- 
priation as i» being earnestly advocated, 
it will be only a small beginning, which 
before it is through must necessarily 
embrace may foreign capitals and cities. 
The underpaid American resident consul 
or agent is as much'entitled to rent free 
homes as the ambassadors and ministers. 


tne government keeps enough work at 
the yard to keep the force of workmen 
intact in slack times a sufficient force 
cannot.be depended upon in times of 
emergency." 


• This being practically aboutHhe situ- 
ation and it not arising from any official 
errors or mistakes, and therefore un- 
avoidable- because of the necessity of 
sending a formidable battleship fleet to 
th« Pacific, congress cannot too speedily 
amend the trouble and provide through 
a deficiency bill the money to go on with 
most necessary work. If not people will 
begin to ask in where is the judgment 
shown in this .naval display,, if thereby 
we render weaker our eastern interests 
or Atlantic interests, strip our navy 
yards and laying off our workers by the 
thousands, and needed naval construction 
terminated until such time as the annu- 
al appropriations become available. 
It 


is bad policy to let these trained naval 
workmen go and our great naval sta- 
tions or yards, on the' eastern coast made 
practically desolate for months to come. 
Who 
knows what may 
happen? Let 


congress get busy and keep these naval 
workers at work. 


iblc. Bu? the next legislature can take 
the matter up and request a joint meet- 
ng of representatives from the interest- 
ed states. 


KEEP THEM AT WORK. 


It is nn unfortunate condition of af- 


fairs in eastern navy yards, especially 
the one at Xor'folk. Owing to the gov- 
ernment having exhausted nearly every 
dollar available in getting ready for the 
cruise the Pacific battleship lieet, there 
is now no money available to continue at 
work several thousand of men who pre- 
viously had found abundant work in the 
vards. An eastern dispatch says heavy 
discharges of i4dlled and unskilled labor 
hav« occurred at the Norfolk navy yard, 
not for lack of work, but for lack of 
funds wherewith to pay them, with the 
result of the Norfolk and Portsmouth 
officials and organizations co-operating 
in n petition to congress asking implor- 
ingly t'hat it pass a deficiency appropria- 
tion bill promptly that these men may 
\>e returned to their work. 


Says a dispatch on this matter: 
"The 


navy yard funds were exhausted in the 
great amount of work done to get the 
fleet off to the Pacific.

as did the lower stories and the fireproof 
legend made no difference,

hose burst and even exceeding this per- 
centage, when the necessary high pres-

tions to withstand 300 pound*' pressure 
had not been made for some years, and 
even further and worse, that a. goodly 
amount of the fire hose was over stven 
years old,' while the guarantees of tha 
lose manufacturers did not exceed that 
for four years.

When the Hat and the apartment house 
begun to crowd out old homesteads in the 
cities and to suggest that tenancy was 
inevitably the coming mode, of existence 
the saying was that, however secure u 
foothold the Kuropean system might gain 
in centers of population, the American 
farmer would eternally be lord uf his own 
domain. But, nhis for this short-sighted 
optimism! 
Kven while the men are ex- 


ulting over the i-fuord-breaking crops and 
incredible wealth of our fanners, hind- 
lords and tenants arc multiplying rapid- 
ly in agricultural regions. A signiiicant 
summary of facts has just been given in 
the Popular Science Monthly by Profes- 
sor Homer C. Price of Ohio state univer- 
sity. Eight yours ago more than tiiirty- 
live farms out of every one hundred were 
operated by tenants whilu 23.11 per cent 
of all farm -ands (i. «., both developed 
and undeveloped acreage) was rented to 
transient occupants, 
Kural landlordism 


is thrice as prevalent in this "land of 
economic freedom" as in ovurpopulutrd 
tii-rmany, and statistics taken today 
would probably show llmt the high ten- 
ancy rate of France (47.2 per cent) is 
almost, if not quite, equaled. When it is 
considered that the relative number of 
tenants has been increasing in spite of 
the millions of acres taken up annually 
for forty years in humesteiul grants, the 
magnitude of this economic transforma- 
tion becomes still more impressive.

ENGLAND AGAIN LOWERS 


THE RATE OF DISCOUNT. 


LONDON", Jan. 2,'),—The rato of dis- 


count of the Bank of England was to- 
day reduced from 5 to 4 per cent. 


This reduction of the bank rate was a 


foregone conclusion owing to the rap- 
idly improving financial conditions pre- 
vailing everywhere which caused 
the 


market for discount rates to fall to 
3y8 per cent. The return of cash from 
the country considerably swelled the re- 
serve, which further will be increased 
in the near future by the rccipt of gold 
from Egypt and Australia as well as bar 
gold now enroute to London. This will ' 
include five million dollars worth of gold j 
which probably will be secured by tho j 
Bank of England on Monday. Further j 
influences tending towards the reduced j 
bank rate aro the improved conditions 
prevailing on the continent, forecasting 
early reductions in the Bank rates of 
France and Germany and the likelihood 
of u return of gold from America or the 
shipment of gold from America to Ar- 
gentine Republic, thus relieving the de- 
mand on London, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Figures' pre: 


pared for oue of tho large, railroad com- 
panies, says the Tribune, show that a 
week ago there were 320,000 idle freight 
cars in the United Slates and about $,• 
000 locomotives which are. laid up be' 
cause of the falling off in traffic. 
As 


there are 2,200,000 freight cars in the 
country, this would show that fourteen 
per cent of all thCyCarn owned by rail- 
roads are stored on railroad tracks wait- 
ing for loads. 
Figuring the value of 


cars at $1,000 each and of locomotives at 
$15,000 each, the statement shows that 
the railways have $440,000,000 tied up in 
rolling stock for which there is no pres- 
ent use. The great shortage in rolling 
stock laut year caused large orders, for 
:ars to be placed by railways. As late as 
last October the reported shortage was 
87,000 cars. 


Eighty Thousand Idle.' 


Estimating the average freight train at 


forty cars, the 320,000 cars 
now idle 


would be equivalent to 8,000 trains, for 
handing each of which four men are or- 
dinarily required, so that it may be esti- 
mated that more than 30,000 men less 
arc needed than if all of these cars were 
in service.

ble cause" for reversal 
or 
substantial

ticular misuse of the writ this restriction 
is directed. They know how lawyers have 
raised "federal questions," not with any 
hope of winning, but for the sake of lay- 
ing foundations for an appeal to thc 
United States supreme court and obtain- 
ing an indefinite delay for the convicted 
criminal.

Produce .Sews: Cabbage is very dull 


in Chicago. The supply is not large but 
cars are unsold on track nnd are very 
difficult to sell, even at $S@10, which 
is a loss to the shippers. The weather 
is too mild for any activity in the trade 
and shippers are trying to advance the 
price in Wisconsin and have got it up I 
to $9, but buyers don't take hold read- 
ily at $9. Inquiries are very numerous, . 
however, and the movement is gaining 
headway. 


C. A. Kerr, who spent some time in 


Wisconsin this week, says not over 100 
carloads of cellar stock are left and 
at least 1,500 carloads, of warehouse 
cabbage are in the state. He shipped 
40 carloads last week and about the 
same this week. 
If others are doing 


a proportionate business, this means i\ 
clean-up before April. 
The 
shippers 


seem to have made up their minds to 
take their loss now.rather than run the 
risk of a heavier one later. It costs 
about $25 per car to load cabbage at 
present prices. There are plenty of cars 
for all. The demand is general except 
in the East, which is supplied by Jsew 
York, but dealers look for Eastern or- 
ders about Feb, 1. The stock is keeping 
fine, Mr. Kcrr says. He can see no ad- 
vance unless there is

weather. 


GREEN* BAY, Wis., Jan. 23.—To the 


Chicago Packer—Cabbage has been dull 
since the panic which was

felt 


about October 23. The storehouses here 
•were about three-fourths full when deal- 
ers stopped, buying and storing prices 
up to that time were .$8 to $0 per ton.

swine. The assessors' figures, as to the 
value of the different animals, is consid- 
ered generally low. The milch cow* of 
the state arc valued at $25,834,458; oth-

sheep at 31,624,237 
and

swini at $4,136,159. These figures are 
considered in a general way by the state 
tax commission when estimating tho val- 
uro of the total property of the state.

.Milwaukee Sentinel: As predicted, th« 


currency commission of 
th'<; American 


Banker*' association, which on the cur- 
rency represents the views of 
(a strong and aggressive one we admit) 
of the 10,000 members of that association, 
ban hurriedly drafted a currency bill for 
immediate presentation to congress which 
embodies the aoset currency plan. The 
commission thus substantially re-affirmR 
its report of last fall favoring asset cur- 
rency. 
The immediate purpose of its 


present nonicwhat flurried action is to 
check the headway in congress of the 
Aldrich bill, which is a moderate relief 


conserving the banis of our pres- 


ent fundamentally safe, if inelastic, bond 
secured currency, and therefore likely to 
go through. 


When this commission labels its asset 


currency measure "The Bankers' Bill," it 
begs one of the questions at is»ue. It 
certainly i» a bill favored by one extreme 
school of banking opinion. But there is 
another school of banking opinion unal- 
terably opposed to it and favoring the 
central bank plan as the ideal scheme of 
currency reform. 


But whatever may be the intrinsic re- 


spective merits or demerits of these rival 
plans for sweeping reform, there is one 
practical consideration now' operating 
against both that the more headstrong 
adherents of each seem to lose night of. 


No bill uncompromisingly embodying 


either plan could pass congress. There 
can be no doubt about that. President 
Mitchell of the Illinois Trust and Saving* 
bank, who is disposed to favor the com- 
mission's asset currency bill in theory, 
nevertheless points out: "I think it is a 
gratuitous contribution to congress, and 
1 do not believe that congress i? ready r« 
pass any measure so radical. Nor is the 
country prepared to adopt such a meas- 
ure." 


Now as for the congrewional prospects 


of currency legislation, let us see what 
•Speaker Cannon—who is of neither ei- 
treme currency reform school, but who 
does see the need of doing something. noS 
to turn the currency system upside down, 
but to mend it where it seems to need 
mending—Has to say: 


•'If the senate can do something we 


ought to try to put the bill through. If 
ninety senators can get together on a. 
bill, stop debate, vote and pans it. the 
house ought to try to do something with 
the bill; but there is no use taking up 
for academic discussion the Fowler or 
any other bill that can not pass the sen- 
ate. 


"It is uot a question what I prefer; it 


is not a question of whether the Fowler 
bill is wise or not, or whether a central 
bank plan is wise or not. It is not a 
question of what a majority of the houie 
thinks. It ifi not for me to put forward 
my ideas. It is time to compromise dif- 
ferences, to get together and do some- 
thing that will give relief. It is for 500 
men, representing the whole country, to 
agree upon something." 


Commissioner Hcrrick of 
Ohio, 
who 


favors Tseet currency, says, "It is now 
up to congress." He will sec that the 
speaker of the house of representatives 
agrees with him on that proposition. 
When the radical currency cure doctor* 
arc deadlocked in sharp disagreement, 
and the country is calling for relief leg- 
islation, it is "up to congress" to furnish 
it. aud to steer clo.ir ot" impossible ex- 
treme proposals by passing a moderate 
bill that may do much good and can not 
jiossibly do much harm. 


Speaker Cannon's statement, coupled 


with President Roosevelt's declaration 
that, while he favors the central bank ai 
the ideal, he supports the Aldrich bill be- 
cause it is good so far as it goes and has 
a chance of enactment, indicate a strong 
probability of the passage of an emerg- 
ency law based on the Aldrich bill. This 
Chicago move, with an imposjible bill, 
savors of obstruction pure and simple.

Wood Pulp From. Trees on That'Area

forestry bureau is'trying to find a sub- 
stitute for wood pulp in paper making— 
not because it desires to .preserve" - the' 
journalistic wisdom find -wit of it* gener- 
ation, but because its business is'to pro- 
tect tlie forests from the ravages tJiuy 
have suffered in 'securing 'a'.supply of 
raw material for .the. paper mjjls,which1 


consume sucli. vast quantities of spruco, 
poplar, aspen, hemlock, pine and oth-jr 
trees. The foresters are experimenting 
with rice straw, flax straw, cornstalks 
and a grass called cogon that grows wild' 
in. the Philippines, of which 
shipload* 


may be had.for the cutting. This is a 
very important matter, both 
for 
the 


newspapers and' for th'e public. Paper 
'manufacturers, have 
purchased 
large 


areas, of woodland in Canada.as well as 
in the United States, because they real- 
Sue how .fast the forests are" disappearing. 
An area half as large as the state of 
Rhode Island ia stripped every year to 
make wood pulp, and no trees liave been 
planted to .take the place of those that 
are cut. Several important material in- 
terests are threatened by this wasteful 
devastation. 


The publishers.of this country arc us- 


ing more than 3,500,000 cords of wood 
every year. 
One of the New York dai- 


lies, which lias taken the trouble to 
weigh its material and to keep a record 
thereof, used 77,333,875 pounds of white 
news paper last year, which is an average 
of 211,873 pounds a day. 
Figuring that 


SO per cent of this is wood pulp and 20 
per cent sulphite iiber, the Sunday edi- 
tion of that paper requires the destruc- 
tion of 20.7 acres of forest 
land, and 


every week-day edition requires approxi- 
mately the destruction of 
11.5 acres. 


These figures suggest the importance both 
to the news publishers and the public of 
finding sonic substitute for wood pulp or 
adopting some system of forest manage- 
ment by which the mill owners will stop 
the wasteful recklessness shown in strip- 
ping the mountainsides in New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Maine and other New 
England states. 


Since 1S9U the amount of wood con-

743 cords. Wisconsin ranks third, with 
542,354 cords; New Hampshire, 310,720; 
Pennsylvania, 282,973 cords, and Michi- 
gan, 115,272 cords. The consumption of 
1907 
in New York shows a small decrease 


from previous years because the forests 
are being rapidly cut a'wny. The largest 
increase haB been in Maine, Wisconnin, 
Pennsylvania and New Hampshire.

gate $124,323,751. No state bank failure 
involving a loss to depositors has occur- 
red in Wisconsin in three 
yonrs.

The Hepburn Act and tlie Coal Roads, 


Chicago Record-Herald: Attention has 


been directed heretofore to the dilemma 
or predicament of the "coal roads." til-.' 
railway companies that also own and op- 
erate coal mine.-t. Tlie Hepburn net pro- 
hibits them from transj)orting after May 
1 of this y^tir nny commodities mined, 
manufactured or produced by them. This 
means that they must dispose of the 
coal mines and limit themselves to thj 
business of carrying the goods of others. 
But they do not \vish to do this, and 
claim that, commercial conditions being 
what they arc, they could not soil the 
mines if they would. 


To disregard the law is to incur heavy 


penalties—tines that in tho 
aggregate 


would cause—as some of tho lawyers pnti 
it—even the Landis "oil fine" to sink 
into insignificance. 
To tost its validity 


is proper enough, of course, and able at- 
torneys have assured the coal roiuls thnt. 
certainly as to some companies enjoying 
particular charter privileges, and probab- 
ly as to aJl the others, the provision in 
question is null and void. .It is contend- 
ed that congress cannot do by indirection 
what it cnnnot do directly, and since it 
cannot require the roods to sell tho mines 
they own and operate it also lacks the 
power to prohibit the transportation by 
such roads of the products of tho proper- 
ties owned by them. 


JHit the trouble with the "testing'' pro- 


cess is that it takes time to try an im- 
portant case and get it reviewed by tho 
court of last resort. J)uring the penden- 
cy of the case business is done iu spite 
of the prohibitions of the law undergoing 
tlio tost, and if in tho ond it is deter- 
mined tlmt these prohibitions are valid 
must tho railroads face tho music of the 
•'appalling' duos? 


The announcement of the attorney gen- 


eral is calculated to relieve the minds of 
the coal roads nnd their astute legal ad- 
visers. The'department of justice is de- 
sirous of securing a prompt determina- 
tion of tho question, as to the constitu- 
tionality of the anti-coal roads section. 
It.will institute proceedings against these 
roads on the very day tho prohibition 
takes effect. 
But if they will co-operate 


with the government, in good faith, re- 
frain from raising technicalities and seek- 
ing delays nnd obey the decision of llw 
supreme court ''\vhoii rendered" the de- 
partment will in its turn ro frit in from 
socking to collect linos for failure to com- 
ply with the law ponding the progress of 
this test suit.
